The river continues to rise with alarming ra- 
pidity. A 3 inch rise is recorded within the last 
24 hours, and this morning the water was still 
climbing fast up the banks. 


Along the 
levee the water is lapping the curb stones, and 
in many places has crawled into the houses. 
The manufactories around Anna and Lesper- 


ance streets are all flooded, and no work of 
any kind is possible. 

East St. Louisis now the threatened spot. 
The water pilea up in immense masses around 
it, and held in only by frail embankments, 
threatens the little city with dire disaster. 
The inhabitants are much alarmed, and a few 
inches of rise may precipitate a terrible 
calamity. The river continuesto boom, and 
advices from Yankton and Northern points 
give little encouragement that a cessation is 
near at hand. The details of the situation, 
penned by POST-DISPATCH reporters detailed 
at the various points of danger, will be found 
below. 

THE EASTERN SHORE. 

The condition ot the flooded districts about 
East St. Louis are by no means changed fer 
the better through last night’s rise. The scene 
north of the town is one of desolation almost 
unparalleled. 
from Venice, one is greeted by miles and miles 
of watery waste with here and there a 
clump of willuws, and here and there a bunch 
of long marsh grass waving and swaying in the 
current. The fertile, pleasant bottom land 
has changed to a dismal swamp, and where 
but a week ago were fields teeming with corn 
and mellow patches of garden, to-day the cat- 
fish and the buffalo are holding 
high revei. In many places the 
track is almost afloat, but in othersitis higher. 
Back between the bluffs are thousands of 
acres of submerged farms. In some places 
one can see a little log farm-house standin 
out above the flood, the waters eddying an 
playing in little wavelets upon the floors andin 
at the open doors. The families have disap- 
peared and only domestic debris testifies 
to former occupation, The scene is almosta 
poem of desolation, and the at gaunt cot- 
tonwoods rising sheer out of the fields of water 
do not take away from the solemnity of it. 
Back uponthe high groundson the contrary 
there is something of a congestion of people, 
as every house is giving shelter to neighbors in 
distress. 

VENICE 
is more than ever like its Italian godmother. 
The streets are in part at least canals, and 
if there is no Bridge of Sighs and no Rialto it is 
not becaus® there is nota necessity for some 
means of bridging the floods. Brooklyn, 
Venice’s poor relation, is even in a worse case; 
its streets are canals, its houses tanks; prac- 
tically it is depopulated, foi the few negro fa- 
milies there this morning will have moved be- 
fore this paper ison the streets. All the bot- 
tom land between Venice and East. St. Louis is 
below the danger line, and that which is not 
submerged be shortly, forthe flood is still 
rising. In East St. Louis itself very 
little business is done; the railroad lines in the 
firet place are in the throes of a freight block, 
which every effort is being made to conceal. 
The traffic over several lines has been sus- 
pended, and those still running are gorged 
with the extra amount of carrying to be done,

Canteen in ordinary times looks like a sec- 
tion cut out of Florissant Valley. It is a 
splendid farm country; now within all its 
met es and bou itisa fine fishing ground. 
North of the ¥ ythe same rule holds; the 
Chicago and Alton, the Indianapolis and St.

The situation in East St. Louis may be sum- 
med up thus, that within three hours after the 
Madison dyke breaks the south of the town 
will be flooded.

Atits widestthe base is about eighteen feet. 
while other points are much weaker. At noon 
yesterday, the waves washed over the top and in 
ten minutes the levee would have been swept 
away bad it not been for the prompt action 
of Squire Moore and Mr. Atkins. he men 
became fearful of the danger and picking up 
their shovels began to run, but were soon 
brought back and set to work throwing. sacks 
filled with sand into the breach that was wid- 
ening rapidly. In this way it was stopped in a 
few minutes. Phe men were then put to work 
and they worked with a will un they had 
mised the bank twelve inches in a few hours. 
When the reporter left last night they 
did not fear anything from the water washing 
over the top, but were greatly in dread of the 
water seeping through the levee, which if not 
closely watched, would resultin the demolition 
of the bank in a few minutes. It can now 
stand araise of eleven inches in the river. 
Squire Moore kept a force of men on the river 
bank all night patrolling the dangerous spots 
at regular intervals, and fully prepared to fill 
a breach at a moment’s notice. 
AT LOWELL, 

the little village just northof the Water Works, 
all of the dwellings are desertcd, fully twenty- 
five families having had to move out. Some of 
the dwellings have already been moved from 
their foundations, but cannot be carried off, as 
the current does not carry sufficient force to do 
the work. 

CHOUTEAU AND GABERET ISLANDS, 
located 234 miles north of the Water Works, 
have been almost completely inundated, and 
nearly all of the families are moving over tothis 
side on rafts and flats and skiffs.

NORTH ST. LOVIS. 

The water here still continuesits upward 
course, and the additional rise of 344 inches 
. the night has 22282 flooded the 
lumber yards of Schneille & Querl, Main and 
Destrehan streets, but no loss has been sns- 
tained, and all of the lumber there is supposed 
to be safe. The breakinthe sewer outletin 
the Knapp, Stout & Co. Compdny’s lumber 
yards has been repaired, and but little of the 
water is getting in. The situ- 
ation remains much the same as 
reported in the POSsT-DISPATCH yesterday, 
and no fears of damage are entertained unless 
there shonld be an advance of at leasttwofeet. 
The actual number of men thrown out of em- 
plos ment by the floods in the lumber districts 
will not exceed 150. A number of the small 
piles of lumber in the Eau Claire Yards, at 
the foot of Salisbury street, are afloat to-dav, 
but are protected by ‘‘booms’’ of lumber rafts 
long the south side of Destrahan street from 
Hail street to the river proper. The switch 
leading from the main line of 
the St. L., K. O. an@ 8. . . 
to the Water Works at Bissell’s Point is partly 
submerged, but the cars were still passing over 
with coal at noon. The current, which is in- 
creasing with the advancing flood, threatens 
destruction to the little hamlet of Buckleyville, 
at the foot of Bremen avenue, and a further 
rise of two feet will. undoubtedly move the 
dwellings from their foundations. The Union 
Stock Yards can stand two feet more before a 
break will occur. The residents alo the 


east side of Broadway, from North 
Market to Ferry streets, have stopped 
up their sewer outlets to keep the 


baek water from flooding their cellars. On 
Second and Destrahan streets families are still 
living on lumber rafts, and appear fully con- 
tented with their unfortunate lot, still hoping 
that they will again ina few days be able to 
again occupy their now water swept homes. 
In connection with the news of the present 
| flood it may be said that in 1851 lumber was 
taken out of the water along Second street 
where Buck’s Excelsior Stove Works now 
stand, and to gain the same point now the 
water will have to advance 5 feet more. 

The condition at the Water Works remains 
practically unch „the rise last night not 
ma any — ar effect, and a fu rrise 
| of Sf 1 be required to cause any trouble. 
The great pumps at the low and high service 
engine rooms arein regular working order,and 
no danger is apprebended for the present.

stands two inches deep on the first floors of the 
low houses between Christy avenue and Mor- 
an street. At the north side of Wash- 
ngton avenue and -the levee the waves 
wash in over the door stone into 
the saloon, while the water in the rear of the 
cellar gently flows up througha hatchway. 
Determined to keep above water, the proprie- 
tor of No, 611 North Levee, a roustabout eating 
and lodging house, has placed skids over the 
side w and floor of the eating room and kit- 
chen, and covered these with pine boards. He 
now gives himself out as being able to 
stand à raise of three inches and walk on 
a dry floor. The Diamond Joe, Alton, Illinois 
Star and Northern Line wharfboats are cut off 
from the land and canonly be reached by wad- 
ing through three feet of water to the stage. 
At the Northern Line wharf a boat yawl was 
run out between the wharfboat and the 
sidewalk. A deckhand, stationed on 
the stage, gave out rope while 
the yawl was going gshore, and when jt re- 
ceived another lo drewin and deposited 
the passengers on the wharf.

From the foot of Plum street to Carondelet 
the water has caused an immense loss of prop- 
erty, besides throwingj out of employment 
s bout eight hundred men. All the la’ge busi- 
ness places have been damaged more or less, 
and all, with the exception of the Missouri 
Furnace Company, have been com ed to sus- 
pend operations. This morning the water has 
encroached upon the pavement of Plum street 
and is gradually approaching towards the 
Iron Mountain ~~ . The large piles of 
lumber standing on the pavement, which have 
been considered perfectiy safe, are being rap- 
idly removed this morning to prevent them 
taking a Southern trip. e trains still man- 
age to run past the freight depot, but the wa- 
ter reaches the bottom of the car. 
St. Louis Coal Tar Company’s works 
areinthe center of alittle lake; operations 
has been entirely suspened, and the place pre- 
sents a scene of ruin and desolation. At least 
eight feet of water coversthe whole premises, 
and the yard presents a floating area of bar- 
rels, casks and remnants of the fence and out- 
houses. The Sectional Dock Yard Company 
comes in for its share of the general disaster ; 
the sills of the windows are on a 
level with the water which has 
played sad havoc with everything perish- 
able around the premises. It is impossible to 
et within 100 yards of the Sectional Dock 
‘ards without a raft or skiff. Anthony & 
Kuhn’s ice house, a little further south, isjlittle 
better prepared for the flood than their neigh- 
bors; two of the houses are yet out of water 
ut ar y to-morrow un- 
ne wa cedes. One of the older houses 
is in a dilapidated condition and showed a ten- 
dency to sail down the river more than a week 
ago. Braces were supplied, however, and the 
ice all removed to safer quarters. This and 
another ice house 2 ate standing in 
about six feet of water. e Chester & Harris 
Works, for the manufacture of all sorts of 
wooden handles, have been seriously 
crippled by the high water. 
The northern and ‘eastern portions 
oftheir building have been inundated and 
elevated walks have taken the place of thd 
usual paths. Tamm's bucket factory, a little 
south of Chester & Harris, is having about 
the roughest ——ů—— with the water of 
any of the manufactories of that vicinity. The 
property is unusually low and was one of the 
Hrst to be submerged. The whole yard, cov- 
ering about half an acre, was covered witf. 
piles of wood and half completed buck- 
ets. Those are now floa around 
the yardin heaps, while some of them may be 
seen passing through the windows of the 
building which is nearly half under water. 
The fence is barely visible and if the rise con- 
tinues the whole stock is in imminent danger 
of going down theriver. Afew men are bus- 
ily engagedin plying their way through the 
vards in rafts, keeping the lumber inside 
the remises. The issouri Car 
and oundry Near a me on the west 
side of the Iron Mountain Railroadftrackh, ave 
suspended business on account of the condt- 
tion of the river. Their whole premises have 
been inundated, and the blacksmith shep and 
engine house contains about six feet of water. 
Their loss has not been as serious as those on 


the other side of the tracks, but their prospects 


of retaining water when the rest have gone 
down stream are much more favorable. 
The Keokuk Northern Packet Compan 
have about seven feet of water in their build- 
ings, and some of the small sheds scattered 
promiscuously around the premises are com- 
pletely covere1.

WOMEN PHYSICIANS. 


The Success that Attends the Sex in Min- 
istering to Physical IIIs. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 


Though the action of various Legislatures 
has shown thatthe dominant sex is not yet 
prepared to give women the equality which 
afullenjoyment of suffrage may furnish, 
the actual extension of women’s prerogatives 
and employments during the last thirty years 
is enough to make the departed advocates of 
old-time conservatism turn in their graves. 
The change is specially marked in medical 
circles. Not very bong ago a female physi- 
cian was only heard of in the ranks of quack- 
ery and jugglery. If mentioned, she was at 
once classed with fortune-tellers and other 
humbugs. Personal inéidents are always 
more forcitle than general statements; 
hence the address of Dr. Rachel Bod- 
ley, a Cineinnatian by birth, at the late twen- 
ty-ninth commencement of the Women’s Med- 
ical College of Pennsylvania, of which she is 
Dean, bas unusual interest. The institution 
has 244 living graduates, from 189 of whom 
letters have been received in answer to in- 
quiries sent out. Ofthose replying, all but 
twenty-three are in active practice; 150 re- 
port that they are accorded due social and 
professional recognition, and only seven the 
contrary. Seventy-six tell how much they 
are making, as follows’ ‘Twenty-four be- 
tween $1,009 and $2,000 per annum; twenty 
between £2,000 and $3,000; ten between $3,000 
and A, 0%; five between £4,000 and $5,000; 
three between $5,000 and $15,000; four from 
$15,000 to $20,000; and ten less than $1,000. 
The average is $2,900 39. Sixty-one answer 
the question, What influence has the study 
and practice of medicine had upon your do- 
mestic relation as wife and mother?“ Fifty- 
two of the number are married, and of these 
forty-five report favorable,“ six “not entire- 
ly favorable,“ and one “*unfavorable.,? Nine 
unmarried practitioners, after striking out 
the words“ wife and mother,“ reply as fol- 
lows: In three cases that their professional 
duties have prevented marriage: a fourth, 
that she “thas remained single for reasons 
entirely distinct from her profession,” and 
seven others that the interests of dependent 
relatives, etc., have kept them in celibacy. 
The author adds: 

Returning to the answers of married wo- 
men, because these possess the greater gener- 
al interest, I remark that the song of domes- 
tic life. as I have listened with ear attent, 
bas been sung in no minor key. In the 
melody (as the tabulated statement shows) 
are a few discordant notes, but these are such 
as a master might throw in to enbance the 
harmonies of his strain. For example, a 
thoroughly conscientious mother writes from 
her nursery, where three quite young chil- 
dren claim the mother’s ministry: “The 
study of medicine is of great benefit, but 
the practice often interferes with my duty to 
my family.“ The clear, pure quality of the 
replies, as a whole, is truly exhilarating, for 
example: “Purifying and ennobling. Mar- 
ried a physician since I began practice. Am 
the mother of a boy of 8 years of age.“ An- 
other: I keep house, and care for my hus- 
band and three children as I woukl if not in 
practice: perhaps not quite as wel!, how- 
ever.“ 

Another: I have not been less a wife or 
mother. My duties as such have never been 
neglected. At times I may have been more tax- 
ed than if I had not these duties to attend to.” 
Another wife and mother whose successful 
training of three children now in adult life 
entitles her to an opinion: I think if the 
bistory of the family of women physicians 
were written it would be found that their 
children are well cared for, well trained, weil 
educated; all this, and household duties not 
megiected. . . . Women who study medi- 
cine are watchful and careful.“ Another: 
As a wife my duties have never been inter- 
fered with; as a mother I have been incaleu- 
lably benefitted. . . . My husband is also 
apbysician. I am often enabled to assist him 
with his cases, both in diagnosis and treat- 
ment, and I often find his advice of great 
value to me. We are, mutually, a help to 
each other.“ 

On the whole, Dr. Bodley is highly en- 
couraged. She calls attention to the small 
number of deaths among the graduates—32 
out of 276 in thirty years—as a refutation of 
the idea that thefemale constitution cannot 
stand the wear and tear of medical practice, 
and dilutes upon the usefulness of the grad- 
uates among their sex at home and in foreign 
mission fields, and sums up by declaring that 
“‘the inherent vitality of the cause is 
in no manner more thoroughly demonstrated 
‘than in the fact that as workers fall or sleep, 
new'foilers arise, the ranks close solidly up, 
and the work with accelerated strength 
moves on.“ She has certainly made a good 
Showing for the institution with which she is 
connected. 


Irish Emigrants. 
From the New York Tribune. 


Mr. Tuke, a well-known writer on the Irish 
troubles, has sent a letter tothe London 
Times in which he points out that the emi- 
gration from Ireland, which embraced 95,857 
persons in 1880—a number only twice exceed - 

ed since 1851, is not of the kind most likely to 
benefit the island. Of the total number of 
emigrants of thelast year 52,178 were be- 
tween the ages of fifteen and twenty-five, and 
20,370 between twenty-five and thirty-five, or, 
in other words, seventy-five per cent were in 
the flower of life. Nor is this all. While 
— where poverty is most rife, con- 
tribu 20,549, prosperous Ulster contributed 
28,519; and com — the counties, although 
during last winter 60,000 persons iin 
Donegal were} in receipt of daily rations, 
only 3,400 emigrated during the year from 
that county. r. Tuke concludes that emi- 
gration needs to be guided 4 a judicious or- 
ganization, that every possible facility ought 
to be given for emigration from the districts 
within “the belt of chronic. poverty on the 
Western shores of Ireland,“ and that the Gov- 
ernment sbould largely confine itself to as- 
sisting the people of these districts... From 
thisend ofthe great thoroughfare between 
the Old World and the New this subject 
wears quite another aspect. The class of 
emigrants which this country does not want 
is precisely the class which Ireland would 
like to be rid of, and the honest and energetic 
men and women whom Ireland can iil spare 
are those who would receive a cordial wel- 
come here. This country is not disposed to 
keep open house much longer for the paupers 
and couviets.

Beaconsfield’s Last Illness. 
From The London Times, April 19. 

During this itinmess Lord Beaconsfield’s 
nerve-pcwer begen toshow evidenc: of failure, 
and his mere muscular strength was never 
conspicuous. Hence efforts, mental or phy- 
sical, seemed to produce marked effect, and 
he avoided both. His remarks were often full 
of vigor, and sometimes quaintly humorous. 
It is not true that he was in the habit of hav- 
ing the bulletins issued concerning his health 
reud to him. On one occasion, indeed when 
pretty well, he said jocoscly to one of his phy- 
siciars, ‘*What have you said about me that 
the British publie will read when they awake 
tn the morning?” When asked whether he 
would like to hear, he said es.“ On a 
bulletin being read to him, which contained 
the words “takes nourishment weil, and the 
strength is maintained,“ he remarked, with a 
smile, “I think the ‘well’ is a little too 
strong,“ and with regard to the last phrase he 
said, No doubt vou are conscious of its ac- 
curacy; I only wish I were.” 

His unselfishness was shown in the instance 
of one of his physicians who was about to 
take his leave; be said, I would like vou to 
remain awhile with me,“ a wish immediately 
complied with. In a few minutes, however, 
he said, putting his hand on that of the phy- 
sizian, No, no! I must be selfish; others 
bave claims on your time and you must go.“ 
The marvellous interest manifested in Lord 


Beaconfield's illness could in no wise be clear- 


ly shown than in the mass of communications 
which daily flowed into Curzon-st. and into 
the house of the physicians. Among the most 
touching letters were those from little chil- 
dren, expressing their hopes that hs Lord- 
ship would recover.“ Letters came from the 
aged telling of the cures effected by 
certain remedies in their own cases 
exactly the same as Lord Beacoatield’s. 

Saturday, the 198th of March, was the last 
time that Lord Beaconstield dined out. He 
was then the guest of the Prince of Wales xt 
Marlborough House. A week later he held a 
consultation with some of his pohtical friends 
and colleagues for the last time. The subjeet 
discussed was Lord Cairns’s proposed speech 
in the House of Lords condemning the course 
taken by Ministers on the Transvaal question. 
There were present Lord Cairns, Lord Salis- 
bury, Lord Cranbrook and Lerd Barrington. 
Lord Beaconsfield was then very weak, as he 
bad been ill some days, and he was unable to 
take part in the discussion, but he insisted 
upon its taking placein his room, though it 
was proposed to adjourn to another. ‘That 
was the last time that Lord Beaconsfield trans- 
acted any public business. 

Lord Rowton arrived on the 7th of April, 
but Lord Beaconsfield did not see him till the 
llth. He had said previously to Lord Bar- 
rington that he had heard Lord Rowton had 
arrived. Let him come to me graduaily,’” 


he said, evidently feeling very nervous at the 


thought of meeting him. On the 11th he 
bis servant Baum to read him the sum- 
mary of the Parliamentary debate in the 
Times. Baum said he eould not do so, as he 
was tired, but suggested that Lord Rowton 
should come and read, at which Lord Rea- 
consfield said he should be delighted. Lord 
Rowton never left Lord Beaconsfield for any 
leneth of time afterward. 

Lord Beaconsfield’s death was calmiand 
dignified, and free from distressing par- 
oxysms of pain. There was, however, one 
incident that occurred in the last moments of 
his life which was most curious and interest- 
ing, and profoundly impressed those who 
witnessed it. Just before he died he raised 
himself from the pillows which supported 
him, threw back his arms, expanded his 
chest, and bis lips were seen to move us if he 
was about to speak. The action recalled 
simultaneously to Lord Barrington.and Lord 
Rowton Lord Beaconsfield’s well remem- 
bered gesture as he rose in the House to 
reply. How strange, when the thoughts. of 
those around him must have been far from 
the arena where his fame had been won,

Poisoned by Belladonna Plasters.

The first pa- 
tient was a woman who had been ailing for a 
week, the symptoms being blindness, fever- 
ishness and a contraction of the throat.

of poisoning and found. that she had been 
wearing a plaster of this kind. on: her side. 
The skin was slightly abraded, and the blood 
had absorbed the the poison. It was a week 
before she recoved from the effects. The oth- 
er was a man who became:so ill within two 
bours after he had put onthe plaster, that he 
was alarmed and called the doctor. The 
symptoms were the same as in the first case, 
and the doctor traced it to the plaster at once. 
As soon as the cause was removed the man 
became better and seon recovered. The 
knowledge of the effects in the two eases may 
be useful to other persons.

No Peaches in Delaware. 
New York Cor. Chicago Tribune. 

There is no longer hope entertained by the 
fruit-growers of Delaware of any profit from 
peacbes in that State this season. Notin 
twenty-five years has there been a worse 
showing, and not only have the growers given 
up all bope of having acrop this season, but 
the belief is general among them that a great 
majority of the peach trees have been killed, 
while almost all the rest of them have been so 
injured as to make them useless. Many of 
the most enterprising growers are already 
making arrengements for planting new or- 
chardstotakethe place of the trees which 
they believe to be dead or dying. Should the 
fear of growers prove correct that the peach 
orchards ofthe State have been practically 
destroyed, it will result in a serious loss, as 
no less than $5,000,000 are invested in peach 
cultivation on the peninsula, more than half 
of which is invested in Delaware.

stituting 450 pounds asa bale of cotton. He 
puts the case as follows: The advantages 
which the the farmers and the steamboatmen 
have enjoyed in regard to each other have 
been reciprocal. The farmers, living on the 
banks of our rivers and in the interior, have, 
with but few exceptions, heretofore been 
willing to abide by the decisions of the public 
carriers as to the price of the latter’s services, 
and has on no occasion tried to scale him in 
his carrying price because the market for his 
productions was low and unremunerative, 
and on no occasion has he demanded that 
freight be lowered because the market was 


‘overstocked. 


On the other hand, he has always submit- 
ted to ruinous rates of freight, two, three 
and even four card rates when the river was 
low, and the steamboatmen made to suffer 
thereby in extra labor, light freights and loss 
of time. Such are palpable facts, and on such 
good terms have both parties heretofore suc- 
ceeded that we of the country wonder why 
should the old, Well- established and hereto- 
fore beneficial rules be infringed upon and a 
new order established, which will cause dis- 
satisfaction and give power and strength to 
the opponents of those who propose the 
measure.“

THE STAR ROUTES. 

The Star Mail Routes are just now topics 
upon whicheverybody bas more or less, to 
say and about which not more than one per 
cent of the population knows anything what- 
ever. People have a vague idea that the 
Star Route is a device ior milking the 


j National Treasury, but just how it works is a 


mystery. _When mail carrying contracts are 
let the contractor frequently bids at a lower fig - 

ure than will pay the expenses, owing to some 

unforeseen factor in the work. This being 

a paternal Government itis not intended that 

anybody shall lose money by it, and the con- 

tractor is accordingly relieved of his burden 

of loss by the raising of the price paid by the 
Post Office Department, a fact denoted by call- 

ing the particular routea Star Route. As this 
raising of the contract price is entirely within 
the discretion of one of the Assistant Post- 
master-General, the door was thrown wide 
open for collusion and fraud, and Mr. BRADY 
took advantage of the situation to 
feather his nest royally at the expense of the 

people. There are in all 9,225 of these Star 
Routes, and the annual pay on ninety-three of 
them was raised between the letting in 1878 

and January 1, 1880, from $727,119 to $2,802,- 

214, The appropriation for the Star Route 

service for the year ending June 30, 1880, was 

5, 900,000. Deducting the $2,802,214 paid to 

the ninety-three routes there is left only 

$3,097,786 to go round among the remaining 

9,152 routes. $2,000,000 a year is a good sub- 

stantial steal, and as far as the evidence 

now on hand can indicate it has been 

divided. between what is known 

as the DORSEY gang and the GILMER and 

SALISBURY party. Tbe DORSEYS are 
ex-Senator STEPHEN W. DorskEy, of 

Arkansas, J. W. DorskEy, his brother, J. 

M. PEcK and J. MINER. It is known 

that these persons have at least pocket- 

ed $412,000 a year in excess of their original 

bids. The GHLMER and SALISBURY combina- 

tion have received in excess of their con- 

tracts $778,508, and probably more. Assistant 

Postmaster-General BRADY has, of course, 

been a sharerin each of these steals, besides 

a number of smaller ones. Dr. B. H. 

PETERSON secured anexcess of $40,261 on 
a route of 261 miles. Cas E. ANDREWS 

on forty miles gets an excess of $12,257. JOHN 

A. WALSH was lifted from $18,500 to $118,475, 

and this is only a fraction of the list. Mr. 

BRADY, however, deems that he has a claim 

upon the Administration because he taxed the 

resources of the Star Route contractors for 

money to use in Indiana—money which came 

opportunely in time to turn the State to GaR- 

FIELD last October. The combination is a 

very powerful one, and as the steal has been 

going on for years the conspirators have 
plenty of money to make a long and acrid 

fight. ä

SOME months ago the rod was abolished 
from the public schools.of Syracuse, New 
York. The reign of moral suasion was in- 
augurated and the small boy was no longer 
compelled to slip shingles up the back of his 
coat or pad the seat of his unmentionables 
after perpetrating some peculiarly atrocious 
assault upon the pedagogue’s rules. The 
scheme worked very well for the boys but in 
the estimation of the Syracuse mothers the 
sparing of the rod had a demoralizing tenden- 
cy. A number of them recently sent a com- 
munication tothe School Board expressing 
the opinion that the abolition of the gad had 
done harm instead of good. These mothers 
are of the opinion that moral suasion is inef- 
fective with a child that does not already 
realize the existence of a moral law that must 
be obeyed whenever its mandates are an- 
nounced. Their idea seems to be that the 
small boy is entitled to about so much thump- 
ing and beating and they want to transfer the 
job to the paid sehool teacher instead of as- 
suming the responsibility themselves. It is 
quite common for parents to shirk the cares of 
child training in this way. No amount of soph- 
istry can convince a small boy that anybody 
has a right to lash bim except his father and 
mother, and itis only in rare cases that he 
can be induced to yield this important point. 
The thumpings that he receives at the hands 
of the professional SQUEERS has a tendency to 
fill him with vengeful feelings and to warp 
his tender nature. Two whippings at home, 
administered in the proper spirit, are worth 
a dozen beatings at the hands of an alien in a 
public school- room.

From this point 
he transfer of freight and * can be 
made by steamers, as in the days before East 
St. Louis was a railroad center. 

There are many transfer and ferry boats and 
several other steamerswhich are ready at any 
mowent to go into this seryice. This mode of 
transfer will be neither fast nor commodioas, 
but it will avert any actu- 
al blockade. The Vandalia will 
by switching off at Effinghamor points above 
be able to avail itself of tbis outlet. Itis very 
probable, however, that large amounts of 
freight will not carried if 
this crisis should come. The lines 
running south will be in a worse predicament. 
Should their tracks be submerged there is no 
1 0:sible way out of the difficulty. A shutdown 
is the only alternative in case the unpre- 
cedented rise which is among the possibilities 
should occur. 

SIGNAL SERVICE REPORTS. 

The reports received at the Signal Service 
oftice for sixteen hours ending ut 9 o’clock this 
morning showed the following rainfalls: St. 
Paul, .01 of an inch; Omaha, .20 and still rain- 
ing; Leavenworth, .14 and still raining. 
These are the only rain reports, though the 
north and northeast is cloudy. The wind is 
from the rain wind direction—southeast. 


The Situation at 3 O'Clock. 

The situation in East St. Louis was but little 
changed at 3 o’olock this afternoon. The 
break in the C., B. and Q. track close to the 
gas house was the center Of 
attraction on all sides. Throngs collectea 
on all the available territory near the break 
and watched the roaring cataract pour a vol- 
ume of water as large as the Osage River 
straight through the yawning gap in- 
to the unprotected lowlands East. 
The torrent 18 rapidly destroying 
the earth about the foundations ofthe gas 
house and exposing them to view. This cut- 
ting process is a very rapid one, and 
while a reporter stood upon one 
of the railway depot sidings watching 
it {over a hundred feet of earth was torn off in 
one minute by the watch. The wateris pour- 
ing into the country north of the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi dyke and consequently increasing the 
strain upon that bulwark. 


No new breaks have been reported from any 
of the dykes. A construction train is 
at work on the O. and M. break, piling 
in hay and clay and tamping it down. The 
dyke can now bear five feet more water than it 
could this morning. The telegraph poles along 
the C. and A. track, Just north of the 
Kelay Depot, were washed out along witha 
side track, and new poles are — put in and 
rip-rap added tothe threatened part ot the 
embankment. Thesituationis a little more 
strained than it was this morning. 
A great deal more water is pounding upon 
the O. and M. dyke. If the Madison 
levee holds there will be no more damage than 
has been already done. If that dyke goes, 
however, there is no telling how much loss 
will be incurred.

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A FATAL FUSS. 


Murder of a Negro in East Ca- 
rondelet Last Evening. 


One Man Shoots aud Mills Another While 
Playing Cards. 


The people in East Carondelet had their 
minds divertéd from the flood for a while yes- 
terday afternoon- by the news that a murder 
bad been committed in their midst. 
Henry Turner and Ben. Douglass, negroes, 


had been playing cards in one of the little 


saloons in the place during the afternoon. 


About six o’clock a dispute arose and loud and. 


were exchanged. Before 
the bystanders could interfere Doug- 
lass drew his pistol and shot Turner, 


the ball entering his right side just above the 
nipple and passing completely through his 
body. The wounded man diedin great pain 
at9 p.m. Douglass fled and inthe excite- 
ment, nobody thought of pursuing him. An 
hour later he ran downto the river, where a 
couple of colored menwere just pulling out ina 
ekiff. He shouted to themland declared excited - 
ly that acrowd of men were pursuing him to kill 
him. The men ferried Douglass over to this 
side and he started up the Iron Mountain track 
toward this city. earch was made for him 
in Carondelet. but he was not found. 
Douglass, the murderer, has been keeping a 
saloon at East Carondelet, where he 
wife and two children. He had been washed 
out by the — water, an spent most of yes- 
terday collecting saloon dcs, preparatory to 
leaving the lace and settling in 
this city. e is stout and pock- 
marked, about 5 feet 6 inches in height, 
and weighs nearly 180 pounds. He is well 
known in Carondelet and the lower part of this 
city. Turner, the murdered man, is a widower 
and leaves four children. He had been work- 
ing in the Meier Iron Works, but lately he has 
been among the number of those who were 
thrown out of work 4 wy rise in the river. He 
is an old resident of East Carondelet, and his 
neighbors say that he was quiet and peace- 
able, andthat his reputation was otherwise 
good. The murder hascreated the wildest ex- 
citement among the residents ot 
the settlement. The police are 
hunting for Douglass, but at 
late hour this morning he had still escaped ar- 
rest.

UNITARIAN CONFERENCE. 


Proceedings and Discussions at To-Day’s 
Sessions—The Arrangements. 


The second session of the Twenty-Seventh 
Western Unitarian Conference convened at 
9:30 this morning at the Church of the Messiah, 
in this city. Rev. W. C. Gannet, of St. Paul, 
Minn., led in devotional meeting, which occu- 
pied the morning hour. The exercises were 
opened by the reading of a poem entitled, 
How Sweet a Thing it isto be Alive.’’ This 
was followed by singing hymn 
No. 2 of a collection published by 
the American Unitarian Association. 
Mr. Shippin presiding at the piano. After a 
short prayer, Rev. W. C. Gannett continued 
the thought upon which Rev. Brooke Herford, 
of Chicago, spoke last night: ‘‘The things 
that remain. His remarks were full of en- 
couragement and exhortation. The grand, 
glorious, eternal truths which mostconcern us 
as individuals and as factors of our 
association or commonwealth must 


endure. The beauties of Christian 
charity are everlasting. 

Rev. C. W. Winter, of Cincinnati, briefly 
addressed the Conference, the key note of his 
remarks being, Fear not, little flock, for it is 
your Father’s good pleasure to give you the 
kingdom.’’ 

He was followed by Rev. E. S. Elder, of 
Keokuk, who spoke of the potent and unques- 
tionable facts upon which the hope ofthe 
Christian world rests. The devotional meet- 
ing concluded with singing Thou Grace Di- 
vine, encircling all.“ 

Kev. J. C. arned, of the Church of the 
Unity, of St. Louis, immediately called the 
Conference to order, and after expressing his 
regret that ex-Governor Bagley, of Detroit, 
Mich., was on account of sickness unable to 
preside during the present deliberation, ap- 
pointed Mr. Galvin and Mr. Shippin assistant 
secretaries. 

secretary J. L. Jones of Chicago, read a de- 
tailed review of the work of the churches con- 
nected with the Western Conference during 
the past vear. The material growth has been 
very 2onsiderable, yet the field is still broad 
and thereis muchto be accomplished in the 
future. 

Miss T. L. Roberts, Assistant Secretary of 
the Western Unitarian Conference, read avery 
interesting paper before the meeting. It was 
a brief digest of the operations of the Woman’s 
Liberal Union of Chicago. Miss Roberts is 
recognized asone of the most devoted and 
efficient workers in the Western Unitarian 
fiela. 

Reports from local conferences were an- 
nounced from the chair, and Rev. T. B. For- 
bush, of Detroit, read a report from the semi- 
annual conferences of Michigan, 

Mrs. Wm. S. Cole, of Des Moines, Iowa, 
spoke of the work being carried forward by the 
Unitarian Associations in that - State, haviug, 
however, no written report to submit, 

Miss Sarah A. Brown, of Lawrence, Kansas, 
spoke briefly of the Unitarian Church and its 
works in her State. 

Rev. W C. Gannett gavea brief history of 
the Unity, atwents-paged periodical, pub- 
lished in the interest of Unitarianism at Chica- 
go. It has in the three years of its existence 
absorbed four lesser papers and begins the 
present year with a circulation of about 1,200 
copies. It is issued twice a month. 

Rev. W. C. Wright, of Wisconsin; Rev. C. 
Covell, of Illinois; Rev. J..H. Crooker, of In- 
diana, and Rev. T. Bixby, of Ohio, were pres- 
gut with reports frou the local conferences of 
the ir respective States. 

At the Woman’s Meeting which conveened 
at 2 p. m., reports were made by Mrs. J. C. 
Hilton and Miss F. L. Roberts. These were 
followed by addresses by Mrs. J. T. Sunder- 
land and Mrs. S. C. LL. Jones, representa- 
tives of the Woman’s Auxiliary Conference, 
and others. At the same time a Pastor’s Meet- 
ing for consultation was held in the room 
below. N 

The remainder of the afternoon was occupi- 
ed bya discussion. The theme was ‘‘The 
Unitarian Message, and was introduced by 
Revs.
